Details of Indictment. 


The indictment alleges that, be- 
tween June 20, 1941, and Feb. 20, 
1942, the defendants “falsely and 
fraudulently” represented ‘them- 
selves as being experienced and 
competent consulting engineers 
with special facilities and quali- 
fications for obtaining war con- 
tracts from the Government but 
that they had little or no experi- 
ence in this field and “could not 
and did not produce any of the 
services for which they were paid.” 

The indictment alleges that re- 
tainer fees of as much as $9000 
were accepted from clients and 
contracts were entered into calling 
for commissions of as much as 8 
per cent of all contracts obtained.

Gen. Clark toured the fiery + 
arena yesterday, cheering be- 
grimed Tommies and doughboys 
with his presence at the ad- 
vanced positions where he told 
the troops that every soldier 
must fight to the last and that 
there must be no withdrawals. 

At least four German divisions 
had been identified in the action 
on the 27-mile front, and more 
were being brought up. It was 
probable that as many as five had 
been employed in the all-out effort 
to smash the Allied grip. 

The magnitude and fierceness of 
the battle undoubtedly was drain- 
ing German strength even more 
rapidly than Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s effort in Africa.

MOSCOW, Sept. 16 (AP).—Prav- 
da, Communist party newspaper, 
insisted today that a “real second 
front” had not yet been opened 
by Russia’s Western allies in Eu- 
rope. 

The newspaper estimated there 
were 212 German divisions on the 
Soviet front and said none had 
been withdrawn to meet the inva- 
sion of Italy.

The position of Allied troops in 
the battle of Salerno is serious, 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day, but “our commanders are 
confident.” 

Describing the struggle south of

On the other hand, he said, the 
American and British forces under 
Lt. Gen, Mark W. Clark have def- 
inite tir superiority, handicapped 
somewhat because the planes have 
to fly a considerable. distance, and 
a distinct asset in their ability. to 
empl naval gunfire from Allied 
warships against enemy positions 
in the hills around the beachhead. 
The heavy opposition encoun- 
tered in the Salerno area was ex- 
pected, Stimson continued, and con- 
stituted a risk undertaken delib- 
erately because the prospects of 
success warranted it. 

Farther to the south, he said, the 
British and Canadian troops under 
Gen. Sir Bernard L, Montgomery 
have seized virtually all of South- 
ern Italy and are advancing ‘north- 
ward at an extraordinary rate 
which may shortly bring them 
into position to influence the bat- 
tle at Salerno. 

“We have always expected a hard 
fight for the northern portion of 
Italy, and we are likely to get it,” 
said Stimson. 

He described the situation like

LETTER CONTAINS 
HINT TO GOVERNOR 


Cites Danger of Inference’ 
That Power of One Of- 
fice Is Used to Obtain 
Another. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. | 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 16.— 
Resignation of Howard V. Stephens 
ef St. Louis as a member and vice- 
president of the St. Louis Board 
of Police Commissioners because 
he is considering whether or not 
he will become a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for United 
States Senator in 1944, was an- 
nounced late yesterday by Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell. 

The Governor, who himself has 
been “giving considerable thought 
to the matter” of becoming a can- 
didate for the Republican nomina- 
tion, without having reached a 
public decision, accepted the 
resignation and fixed the effective 
time ag today. 

Hint to Governor. 

Stephens’s letter contained a 
rather subtle suggestion that the 
Governor could not be a candidate 
for the senatorial nomination with 
propriety while serving as Gov- 
ernor, indicating there is a possi- 
bility that some party leaders with 
more experience in political ma- 
neuvers than Stephens, had a hand 
in the preparation of the letter. 

“It appears to me to be incom- 
patible with the public interest to 
permit even the inference that the 
power and influence of one office 
is being retained in order to furth- 
er an attempt to secure another,” 
Stephens wrote to the Governor. 

Stephens, in his letter of resigna- 
tion, dated last Tuesday, empha- 
sized that he had not reached a 
decision on the senatorial race, 
“nor will it be made for some 
weeks.” 

Both Probably Will Enter Race. 

His action, based on a law pro- 
hibiting Police Board members 
from becoming candidates for elec- 
tive office, strengthens the belief 
in political circles, however, that 
he will become a candidate, with 
Gov. Donnell as a probable op- 
ponent for the nomination. 

Donnell said Stephens had not 
discussed the resignation with him, 
and that he had not known of 
Stephens’ plan to resign before the 
letter of resignation reached him 
yesterday. He said he had heard 
recently that one of the Police 
Commissioners would resign soon, 
but did not learn the identity of 
this commissioner at the time. 

In a letter sent to Stephens 
yesterday acknowledging the resig- 
mation and accepting it “at the 
conclusion” .of Sept. 16, the Gov- 
ernor said: “I greatly appreciate 
the services you have rendered on 
the board.” 

The Governor said he did not 
know when he would be ready to 
announce appointment of a suc- 
cessor. Stephens was appointed 
by Donnell on May 9, 1941. 

There was no indication of fric- 
tion. The acceptance of the resig- 
nation on the day it arrived, to 
become effective on the following 
day, was perhaps more expeditioys 
than the routine course of such 
matters in the Executive Office. 


Stephens’s Letter. 


Stephens, president of the John- 
son, Stephens & Shinkle Shoe Co., 
said in his letter to the Governor 
that during the last several weeks 
he had been urged by a number of 
friends to consider becoming a 
candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for United States Senator. 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“many friends have discouraged 
any consideration of such action 
on my part, due in large degree to 
the heavy personal sacrifices in- 
volved. 

“In the light of these conflicting 
opinions, my decision has not been 
made, nor will it be made for 
some weeks. There exists, how- 
ever, on the statute books of Mis- 
souri a clearly defined law that 
prohibits a member of the St. 
Louis Board of Police Commission- 
ers from entering a contest for an 
elective office. Under the strictest 
interpretation of this law, it would 
not be legally necessary for me 
to resign from the Police Board 
unless, and until, I had decided 
to become a candidate.

The. “carry small parcels cam-

The petitions state the trustees 
of the company, J. M. Kurn and 
Frank A, Thompson, have in their 
possession more than 31 million 
dollars and will have available 
funds over and above the amounts 
needed for the administration of 
the trust estate after providing a 
total of $21,851,953 for the settle- 
ment of debts, 

Representatives of the bondhold- 
ers filed the petition for the pay- 
ment of overdue interest on bonds, 
the par value of which is $277,334,- 
000. Bonds on which interest is 
asked for, and on which trustess 
will recomment payment are as 
follows: $25,835,000 principal 
amount of the Kansas City-Fort 
Scott & Memphis Railroad bonds 
in the hands of the public, and 
$21,678,000 pledged; $117,448,597 
principal amount of prior lien 
bonds of the Frisco in the hands 
of the public, and $65,996,650 
pledged, and $118,305,000 principal 
amount of Frisco consolidated

ROPOSALS to improve the Missouri courts’ administration of 
justice are expected to receive consideration by the Constitutional 
Convention meeting for the first time at Jefferson City next 
Tuesday. Forty-one of the 83 delegates are lawyers. 
Some are outstanding members of the bar. This group of law- 


Some have been 


yers, which altogether comprises only one less than a majority of the 
delegates, has learned from experience the defects in the operation of 


the courts. 


The judicial department is estab- 
lished by the 1875 Constitution as 
one of three separate and inde- 
pendent branches of the State gov- 
ernment, the others being the ex- 
ecutive and the legislative. The 
principal courts are established 
and their jurisdictions defined by 
the Constitution and subsequent 
amendments. 


Bar on Encroachment. 


Article III provides that “no per- 
gon, or collection of persons, 
charged with the exercise of pow- 
ers properly belonging to one of 
these departments, shall exercise 
any powers properly belonging to 
either of the others, except in the 
instances in this Constitution ex- 
pressly directed or permitted.” 


Thus have the people jealously 
guarded the powers of the three 
departments, 


Two state-wide committees, one 
representing the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation and the other the judi- 
ciary, have surveyed the juditial 
system and are prepared to offer 
suggestions for improvement. 
Chairmen of these committees are 
Chief Justice George Robb Ellison 
of the Missouri Supreme Court, for 
the judiciary, and Samuel H. Liber- 
man of St. Louis, for the bar asso- 
ciation. The two committees have 
worked jointly and in their work 
they have had the research help of 
the law schools in Missouri. 

Secretary of the two committees 
fis Thomas E. Atkinson, professor 
of law at the Missouri University 
School of Law. He has helped 
with the research and aided in 
formulation of the findings and 
recommendations. The joint report 
of these committees will be made 
available to the convention soon 
after it meets. 

In preparation of this article, the 
Post-Dispatch has had the benefit 
of interviews with Judge Ellison, 
Liberman and Prof. Atkinson, who 
have discussed the principal points 
on which recommendations prob- 
ably will be made. 


Faster, Better Justice Needed. 


It is commonly agreed, in the 
first place, that there is need of 
speedier, less cumbersome, less 
costly administration of justice, 
both in the enforcement of the 
criminal laws and in the adjudica- 
tion of civil disputes. At the same 
time, as pointed out by Liberman, 
there should be improvement in 
the quality of the judgments hand- 
ed down. 

For the smoother, faster work, 
the judicial system needs to be 
simplified. In many respects there 
should be a clarification of the 
powers and jurisdictions of the dif- 
ferent divisions of the judiciary. 

Much could be accomplished, it 
is believed, by simply rewriting the 
existing constitutional provisions 
affecting the courts. The judiciary 
article (Art. VI), as it stands, con- 
tains the original provisions of 
1875, many of which have been 
modified, and, trailing along at the 
end, are the various amendments 
which have rendered obsolete some

It is true the amend- 
ments repeal the conflicting provi- 
sions but still the old language 
remains in' the document as it 
must be read and interpreted.

ALLIANCES OR A LEAGUE? 


By BARNET NOVER 


N 


e T is a curious fact that so much 
| o the present discussion on the 

subject of America’s postwar in- 
ternational policy is taking place 
in what can only be described as 
an artificially created vacuum. . 

Take, for example, the question 
whether or not the United States 
should continue its present mili- 
tary alliance with Great Britain 
after the war, thus bringing about 
a pooling of forces which, since 
the peace of Ghent in 1914, have 
broadly speaking operated along 
parallel lines. . 

Leaving out the unreconciled and 
unrepentant isolationists who still 
insist that, after the victory has 
been won, the United States should 
again go its solitary way—they are 
now a rapidly diminishing minority 
—opinion on this question of an 
Anglo-American alliance divides 
roughly into four categories, 

* * * 

There are, in the first place, 
those who favor it without any 
ifs, ands and buts, who believe 
that Great Britain and the United 
States alone can keep the world at 
peace.- 

There are those who argue, in the 


1 words of Woodrow Wilson, that the 


United States should “join no com- 
bination of power which is not the 
combination of allof us.” 

There are those who insist that 
an Anglo-American alliance would 
hasten rather than diminish the 
possibility of another world war by 


{stimulating the creation of counter- 


alliances. This group would favor 
the inclusion of Russia and China 
and perhaps other powers in any 
postwar coalition. 

And there are those who want an 
alliance to be not an end in itself 
but only the foundation stone of a 


collective system of security. 
+ * * 


Must Relate to Realities. . 

F this discussion is not contin- 

ually to go off the deep end, it 
must ‘be related to existing real- 
ities. What are these realities? 

First of all, there is the fact to 
be taken into account that in 1940, 
in an exchange for 50 over-age de- 
stroyers, the United States ac- 
quired on 99-year lease certain 
naval and air bases located on ter- 
ritory which is British. 

As in the past, Great Britain 
will continue to exercise sovereign- 
ty over those islands. But by the 
act of establishing American bases 
upon them we ipso facto assumed 
the obligation of defending them. 

The arrangement, in other words, 
constitutes an alliance in fact, as 
much of an alliance as the alliance 
we have with the Republic of Pan- 
ama. In both instances, as it hap- 
pens, the dominant motive is the 
same—the defense of the Panama 
Canal. 

In the past the defense of the 
canal as well as the defense of 
continental United ‘States was pre- 
dominantly a naval matter. The 
task before us was to prevent a po- 
tential enemy from acquiring bases 
along the sea route to the canal 
and to our shoreline.

In the future sethe factor of air 
power will increasingly have to be 
reckoned with. This means that 
the perimeter of our defenses will 
either by annexation or through ar- 
rangements with friendly powers 
have to be greatly extended both 
to the east and to the west. 
This may involve an _ arrange- 
ment with France concerning 
Dakar, an arrangement with Great 
Britain concerning the future role 
of that country as an unsinkable 
aircraft carrier, a role whose im- 
portance in this war Americans 
have learned to appreciate. It may 
also involve an arrangement with 
The Netherlands regarding the use 
of possible bases in the East Indies 
and so on. 
In every instance, the alternative 
to imperialist annexation involves 
military agreements tantamount to 
an alliance, 


* + 

Allies of England. 
SECOND point to take into ac- 
count is that Great Britain is 
already an ally of Russia through 
the Anglo-Russian agreement of 
1941, a partner in that remarkable 
group known as the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, an ally of 
Turkey and Portugal. 

That being the case, an Anglo- 


American alliance could not on the 


face of it be an exclusive combi- 
nation; for it is an axiom of 
diplomacy that the friends of 
friends are friends. 

In other words, if we made an 
alliance with Great Britain, such 
an alliance would automatically in- 
clude Russia in the combination. 
There is no reason why it should 
not also include other powers, such 
as China and France. 

As a matter of fact there is no 
particular reason why any alli- 
ances we may make with Great 
Britain or other nations could not 
be fitted into the broader frame- 
work of a universal system of 
peace enforcement, 

. * . 

In this respect there is much we 
can learn from the past. 

When Woodrow Wilson returned 
from Paris in 1919 he carried with 
him the treaty of Versailles which 
included the covenant of the 
League of Nations and also a tri- 
partite treaty under which Great 
Britain and the United States 
promised to come to France’s aid 
should France be again the object 
of German aggression. 


Wilson was-not very enthusias- 


tic about that treaty. He had 
signed it under pressure. But the 
French insisted on it because they 
were not convinced that the cove- 
nant alone would suffice to de- 
fend them. — 


History has justified them. 
In retrospect, it is clear that had 


the tripartite treaty gone into ef- 


fect not only would the present 
war have been averted but the 
League would in the meantime 
have been strengthened. By the 
same token, any arrangement we 
may make with Great Britain after 
this war should serve to strengthen 
rather than weaken the interna- 
tional order. Separate alliances 
and a world league need not be 
mutually exclusive, .«

THE ATTACK ON WILLKIE. 


There were few, if any, objective observers who 
thought that the Missouri Republican leaders, in 
their shotgun questionnaire addressed to Wendell L. 
Willkie, were really seeking definition and clarifi- 
cation of his views on public tssues. 

If there was anyone so gullible as to believe that 
the group was seriously appealing for information 
as a guide to charting its course ‘in the 1944 presi- 
dential campaign, he will be speedily disillusioned 
by noting both the text and the tone of the state- 
ment issued yesterday by Fred W. Evers, chairman 
of the St. Louis Republican City Committee. This 
statement came in response to Willkie’s pointblank 
refusal to be “put on the spot” by endeavoring to 
answer publicly the catch questions devised by the 
group. 

If Mr. Evers had actually been thirsting for en- 
lightenment on the Willkie stand, would lr have 
leaped at him with an attack on his motives, his 
principles and his associates, or would he have ex- 
pressed regret over the impasse’and offered sugges- 
tions for making possible a hearing of the 1940 
canditate’s views? 

Obvious the local chairman isn’t interested in 
hearing 9. Willkie expound his ideas on America’s 
foreign @elations and the postwar world. He is 
interested entirely in discrediting Willkie, as is 
shown by the tenor of such remarks as this: 


Does Mr. Willkie expect his position on these 
questions, which have a bearing on the future 
of every American, to remain a secret until 
after he is ensconced in the White House? Or 
even until he has the nomination safely cinched? 
He must know it can’t be done. The people 
whose votes he will seek aren’t taking any “pigs 
in pokes” in 1944, . 


Another proof that this is not an effort by Mis- 
sour! Republicans to do some worthwhile pre-con- 
vention exploring is the fact that only Wendell 
Willkie is being subjected to such a bombardment 
of questions. He has gone on record many times, 
and to large audiences, about his views, as in his 
best-selling book, “One World.” Messrs, Dewey, 
Bricker, Taft, Vandenberg and other Republican 
hopefuls have been silent, ambiguous or restrained 
in their comments. Yet no Missouri questionnaire 
goes out to Dewey or Bricker or Taft, and no com- 
mittee chairman denounces any of them for trying 
to keep his opinions “within the locked doors of a 
single room.” 

Is Willkie running so far ahead of the field for 
the 1944 nomination that Missouri Republican Tead- 
ers feel he must be singled out for exclusive atten- 
tion?

Are they afraid that the 
American people cannot judge and evaluate Mr.

It is a curious political —— The G. O. P. 
chiefs who framed and signed the loaded question- 
naire were among Willkie’s most enthusiastic back- 
ers at the 1940 convention and during the campaign. 
They pushed him energetically in the presidential 
race, organized huge public meetings when Willkie 
visited the State and otherwise went all out for him. 

Now, however, they have soured on their former 
favorite.

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‘ DR. MUENCH’S PETITION. 

Dr. Ludwig O. Muench has petitioned the Mis- 
souri Board of Health for restoration of his medical 
license, revoked in 1937 for his part in the notorious 
baby hoax. The Board of Health, we feel, would: be 
justified in acting favorably on the application. _ 

By serving almost. six years in Federal prison, 
Dr. Muench has paid the penalty imposed by the 
courts for participation in a crime. There was a 
valid reason for the revoking of his medical license, 
for it was shown that Dr. Muench had signed a 
fraudulent birth certificate, as purported proof that 
his wife, Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, had borne a 
child. This was a violation of the law and a breach 
of medical ethics.

Because so many physicians are in military serv- 
ice, there is a nation-wide shortage of medical men, 
particularly in small towns and rural areas.

Both as a matter of justice to an individual and 
as a matter of public policy, the granting of Dr.

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FAILURE IS UNTHINKABLE.

The deputy chief of staff said 
that Axis strength now is only 14 divisions less than 
in 1942, and that Germany and Japan, to mobilize 
all their military power, have instituted “measures 
far more extreme than anything to which the United 
States hag even given the most scant attention.” 
The decisions taken by Prime Minister Churchill 
and President Roosevelt at the Quebec conference 
call for the induction, at a minimum, of 1,000,000 more 
troops by the end of the year, the committees were 
told. There are, it was explained, only two possible 


sources for this supply of military man power: first, |

Senator Wheeler of Montana and Representative 
May of Kentucky, chairman of the House Military 
Committee, are gambling with the nation’s security, 
in the hope of winning the votes of the thoughtless, 
when they play shabby politics with the draft. The 
former’s bill would defer the drafting of fathers 
for the rest of the year. The latter’s would pro- 
hibit the drafting of fathers altogether. 

To them there is special applicability in the words 
of the deputy chief of staff: “Whoever initiates such 
a change must assume the grave responsibility for 
ignoring the considered judgment of our military 
leaders, arrived at after careful and prolonged stud- 
ies.”

Howard V. Stephens, vice-president of the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners, shows a proper 
conception of decorum in presenting his resignation 
to Gov.

THE SELFRIDGE FIELD SCANDAL. 

Why has there been such a flagrant miscarriage of 
military justice at Selfridge Field? Why was Col. 
William T. Colman, convicted by a general court- 
martial of careless use of firearms and on four 
counts of drunkenness, punished only with demotion 
to the rank of Captain, ineligible to promotion for 
three years? Why was the former commandant of 
a large Army air base, who gave a shabby “every- 
thing went black” excuse for the shooting and 
wounding of Pvt. William McRae, Negro chauffeur, 
acquitted of the charge of assault with intent to do 
bodily harm? 

Colman first faced charges of violation of 29 Ar- 
ticles of War, including misappropriation of Govern- 
ment property, fraudulently obtaining transfers of 
enlisted personnel, accepting a gift from.a Govern- 
ment contractor, and conduct “unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman.” The court denied his motion for 
dismissal on the protest that he had been suffering 
from a mental disorder, proceeded with what ap- 
peared to be patent attempts to whitewash the of- 
fender. The whole case reeks with the strictured 
justice of L’affaire Dreyfus in reverse, 

If there is ever a time when the Army cannot 
risk toppled prestige at home, this is it. If there 
is ever a time when the personal, parental and proud 
feelings with which United States citizens regard 
their fighting arm cannot be placed in jeopardy, that 
time is now. Ours is a civilian Army, not a force 
of medieval mercenaries. Its officers must—and 
have done so until now—maintain an antiseptic re- 
spectability to hold the public confidence. 

The Selfridge Field case is not closed. The court- 
martial verdict is not effective until approved by 
the War Department. Surely this scandalous blot 
on an otherwise soldierly wartime shield will be 
erased, and justice done, when the proceedings are 
reviewed in Washington. 
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WAR ON THE SHIRT FRONT. 

On top of everything else, there falls upon the war- 
time American-at-home the new blow that the laun- 
dries will no longer be as a wife and mother to him.

All of which is very human—and very 
dangerous. This can produce a reaction 
in morale on the fighting front and on 
the home front which would prolong the 
war and aa lose it.: This could slow 
down production, without which our forces 
cannot even hold their own, much less win. 


President Roosevelt in his war bond ad- 
dress, Secretary of War Stimson at his 
press conference the other day, and many 
American and British officials are cau- 
tioning the public against this over-confi- 
dence, explaining over and over again that 
the road ahead is long and bloody. These 
warnings are not propaganda. They are 
hard facts, which we ignore at our peril. 

Why, despite all the warnings, are so 
Many persons so sure that’ peace is near 
—at least in Europe? Aside from the wish- 
ful thinking to which we are all subject, 
there is also confusion between a military 
and a political victory. 


Possibilities of a Deal. 


There may be a” political deal before 
Christmas. It is possible next week. It 
was possible six months ago, Hitler has 
been trying to get a compromise peace. 
He has failed because the Allies will not 
deal with him, The chance that they ever 
will deal with him (except to accept his 
unconditional surrender) is almost nil. 

But powerful German militarists, indus- 
trialists and Junkers are believed to be 
ready to dispose of Hitler any time they 
can make a deal with the Allies or a single 
alty. Although this is a possibility, it is 
not now a probability so far as the Allies 
are concerned, 

Finally, there is the possibility that these 
German interests, under more bombs and 
public demand for peace, may dump Hit- 
ler and accept the Allied terms of uncon- 


ditional surrender thig year. By so doing, 
they would hope to save the German Army, 
industry and land from further destruc- 
tion, and to prevent a revolution destroy- 
ing their own power. 

Such a political surrender would come 
without final defeat of the German armed 
forces. That, of course, is what happened 
in World War I. The Germans, when on 
the losing end, again may quit cold—unlike 
the British and the Russians, who refused 
to surrender though their lot seemed hope- 
less. 


But that is a guess. It may happen, 
and it may not. : 


Folly to Count on Surrender. 


Because wars cannot be won on guess, it 
would be insane for the Allies to count on 
a German political capitulation before de- 
feat. The President and Prime Minister 
and their/staffs are counting on victory by 
the only certain method, which is total 
military victory, 


When the situation is viewed in purely 
military terms, the idea of German defeat 
within a few weeks or monthg is fantastic. 
If three incomplete German divisions could 


|} hold us up for a month in Sicily with poor 


communication lines and almost no air 
power, how long will it take to wipe out 
300 German divisions with air cover on 
their home grounds? 


Even after Germany is driven out of 
Russia, the Balkans, Norway, the Low 
Countries and France, she can still be 
strong inga military sense—far stronger 
than Italy today, or Britain after Dun- 
kerque. That is why our military experts 
think that only with the maximum of ef- 
fort and maximum of luck can ‘the Allies 
win total military victory over Germany 
in 1944. 


But there will be neither military defeat 
of Germany, nor earlier political surrender 
to prevent total military destruction, if we 
are slowed down by delusions of quick and 
easy victory. Only preparation for a long 
war can make it a shorter war. 


A Plea to Help Creation of a New Italy

N a land like the Italy of our time, we 

see how true it is that nations have their 
baser and their better selves, the one pre- 
occupying itself with the sterije enterprises 
of self-seeking politicians and the cheap 
connivings of Kings and such; the other 
the custodian of its soul and the produc- 
tive and creative forces from which a na- 
tion’s contributions to the world’s store of 
what is beautiful and lasting are derived. 

The plea of Arturo Toscanini is the voice 
of Italy’s better self which for more than 
20 years has been obscured by the sinister 
clowning of a mountebank. 


The great musician: foresees a revolution 
in Italy, which if allowed to run its course 
will sweep away the sawdust of the fallen 
Caesar and the rest of the Fascist debris, 
along with a parasitical royal family, and 
bring ordered, democratic government to a 
chastened people. 

He beseeches the Allies, in whose hands 
the fate of Italy largely lies, not to im- 
pede the revolutionary process, but to ex- 
tend to a morally rehabilitated Italy full 
membership in the family of free peoples— 


in short, to translate the lofty expressed 
intentions of the Atlantic Charter to a spe- 
cific, Italian case, 

If nothing more, the source onl cogency 
of the plea commend it to the Allies’ at- 
tention. But, also, it has wisdom on its 
side. The democratic powers can best se- 
cure the survival of democracy and the 
peace of the world by enlisting as many 
peoples as they may to the democratic way, 
by embracing the convert, by lending a 
helping hand to the receptive prospect, 
which Italy at the moment most certainly is. 

We shall not only have missed the boat 
in Italy but brought shocked disillusion to 
captive millions throughout Europe if the 
deliverance of Italy is only from the Nazis 
and not from its own baser self, if we 
fail to grasp the golden moment to con- 
tribute all in our power to Italian redemp- 
tion,

Seem Stickily Sentimental Now

by George W. Bagby, Edited and Arranged Oy 
His Daughter, Elien M. Bagby. (Diets Frees, 
Richmond, Va.). 


HOULD one find himself marooned In & 

quaint but uncomfortable hotel in «a 
small history-conscious town in the South, 
with its reading matter limited to “The 
Old Southern Cookbook,” “Godey’s Lady's 
Book” and the works of Mrs. E. D. EL N. 
Southworth, he would come upon this book 
with a gush of relief. 


Unfortunately, this reviewer did not find 
himself in that unhappy situation. He 
determinedly forced his way through a . 
sticky briar patch of sentimentality. 
way was hampered by pictures of pale, pure 
ladies, of aristocratic old gentlemen held 
upright by their galluses and family con- 
sciousness, of duel-fighting, whisky-bibbing 
editors, of picturesque old Negroes. Yet it 
is true that many of these portraits carry 
a verisimilitude, even occasionally a dash 
of criticism, that is very different from 
the pictures we get from those who have 
been milk-and-watered down from George 
W. Bagby, who wrote his sketches be 
tween 1854 and 1880. 


This jungle of sticky sweetness is occa- 
sionally broken with a clearing of dialect 
humor after the manner of Artemus Ward. 
Occasionally, even, the foliage is lightened 
with the flower-flash of a bright image. 
When, however, one hag trudged his weary 
way through the volume, he comes to its 
end with a realization that he has learned 
how the South worships itself, but not why. 


The foregoing words are, this reviewer 
recognizes, unfair because they are based 
on a modern judgment of an old book. 
Had I been born in the South, say in 1840, 
what I have characterized as a sticky 
bramble patch I would have thought of as 
a garden scented with magnolias and camei- 
lias, with perhaps even an occasional trans- 
planted lemon tree,

Dr. Bagby’s writing must, to our Vic- 
torian and Southern forebears, have had a 
freshness and a charm that are now lost 
to us. There ig little of the self-pitying 
quality of much that was written during 
the Reconstruction years, and the author 
has a good deal of common sense. Fur- 
ther, his style is, compared to that of 
many of hig contemporaries, simple and 
modern. 

The trouble is that nostalgic memories 
of fishing on the Appomattox or an old-time 
Southern Christmas and the hyperbolic 
praise of some man prominent in county 
politics inevitably go flat. The humor of 
misspelling and slang, in these days of 
modern journalism, has lost its appeal In- 
deed, the publishing of this book during « 
paper shortage seems to be another symp- 
tom of the South’s insistence on looking 
backward and inward instead of forward 
and outward. |

Wor can anyone find more than 
the faintest traces of the foreign 
policy which the United States is 
in fact forming and following. 

The conventional thing to say is 
that such high sounding, impre- 
cise generalizations are moral 
leadership to a stricken world. 
But the fact is that’ American 
statesmen have been producing 
principles, objectives, aims and the 
like for more than a generation, 
and the net outcome has been a 
strickefi world, and for the United 
States the grim fact that twice the 
nation has found itself unprepared 
for war or for peace. 

So I submit that this output of 
general principles gives not guid- 
ance but confusion. 


* * 
General Principles. 
XAMINE the list of Hull’s 
general principles and then ask 
yourself if he means to enforce: 
them everywhere by our military 
power, or means that they are the 
terms on which we will co-operate 
with our allies, or means that they 
are obligations which we have as- 
sumed, or that they are like the 
sermon which President Coolidge 
heard in which the preacher was 
against sin. 

General principles are not a for- 
eign policy. They are in fact a 
dangerous substitute for a foreign 
policy. A wise statesman will be 
very sparing indeed of his use of 
general principles that can mean 
all things to all men. For he will 
realize that loose words in a De-

What Hull Ignored. 
T HE immediate practical objec- 
tion to Hull’s speech is that it 
ignorés the very real and substan- 
tial foreign policy which the United 
States is in fact now following. His 
gpeech conveys the impression that 
our foreign policy today is what it 
was when he took office 10 years 
ago, namely that we have no spe- 
cific relationship with particular 
nations but only general relations 
with all of them. In fact, there has 
been a specific evolution of policy 
under the stress of war which the 
President has now recognized but 
which Hull scarcely adverts to at 
all. We have evolved a working 
partnership with Britain through 
which we are waging war and pre- 
paring to come to terms with our 
other allies in the settlement of the 
war and the maintenance of peace. 
That is our real foreign policy 
today. But the Secretary’s general 
principles, if they are taken seri- 
ously by other nations, lead away 
from and not toward this policy. 
Hull gives them such high moral 
ground on which to oppose it. For 
an internatione: system based on 
featureless generalities, in which 
every one subscribes to universal 
principles and no one defines his

“Jockey James’ explanation to the 
stewards was not satisfactory but 
the stewards feund no criminal 
intent and Jockey James was 
given permission to again accept 
mounts.”

John J. Swisher, executive sec- 
retary and general manager of the 
Jockeys’ Community Fund and 
Guild, Inc., arrived at the track 
this afternoon and said:

inal courts and courts of common 
pleas), the Courts of Appeals and 
the Supreme Court. 


This council, which would in- 
clude representatives of the courts 
and the bar, might have the power, 
or the Supreme Court might be 
given the power, to supervise op- 
eration of the courts to avoid 
congestion of dockets ‘and conse- 
quent delay so that judges of any 
of these courts might be assigned 
ee needed in order to ex- 

ite the clearing of dockets. A 
judge in a rural circuit with a clear 
docket might be sent to St. Louis 
or Kansas City to help dispose of 
a rush of businesa or a city judge 
could help out a rural colleague 
temporarily swamped. 

For the purpose of expediting 
litigation, these courts would be 
considered as one. If the appel- 
late courts were overloaded, Circuit 
Judges might be assigned to help 
them catch up. 

Jurisdictional lines would not be 
sharply drawn, making possible 
the simple transfer of a suit im- 
properly filed in one jurisdiction 
to the jurisdiction where it be- 
longs. 

The aim of such changes would 
be flexibility in the administrative 
machinery of the courts. Proper 
functioning of this system proba- 
bly would require that constitu- 
tional authority be given the Su- 
preme Court, or the judicial coun- 
cil, to establish rules of procedure. 
It has been suggested that this 
right to make rules be subject to 
the power of the Legislature to re- 
peal or modify such ruleg,. 


Criticism of Appeals System. 
Much fault has been found with 
present system of appeals. The 
three Courts of Appeals in St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Springfield 
—are the courts of last resort for 
some cases, notably suits involving 
less than $7500, where there is 


no constitutional issue and where, 


the title to real property is not in- 
volved. In some cases there may 
be an appeal first to the appropri- 
ate Court of Appeals, and then 
from that court to the Supreme 
Couré, 

‘Members of the bar and the judi- 
clary have given consideration to 
a suggestion that only one appeal 
should be provided. Those favor- 
ing this suggestion assert that the 
people want "finality of judgment 
with a saving of time and money. 
One way to effect this reform 
would be to designate the Courts 
of Appeals as divisions of the Su- 
preme Court, 

To raise the quality ie the judg- 
ments of the courts, members of 
the bar and judiciary committees 
have studied suggestions affecting 
all the judiciary, from justice of 
the peace courts to the Supreme 
Court, 

Many lawyers and judges believe 
that the Supreme Court, as it now 
exists, is not adequate to afford 
\ the full hearing that every litigant 
’ 4s entitled to on appeal. The Court 
is limited to seven judges, and the 
Constitution splits it into two di- 
visions, giving Division No. 2, three 
judges, exclusive jurisdiction over 
criminal appeals. This limits the 
flexibility of the Court. 

To facilitate the work of the 
-Supreme Court, the Legislature 
“has provided for six commission- 
“ers to assist the court in writing 
-epinions, but these commissioners 
“have no constitutional standing as 
‘judges, and their: opinions are 
merely advisory. The court, how- 
ever, may adopt a commissioner's 
opinion and so give it the force 
of a decision. 

The view is widely held among 
lawyers and Judges that an ap- 
pellant is entitled to be heard by 
at least three Judges. Thig is not 
now possible in all cases. If the 
commissioners had constitutional 
sanction, and if the operations of 
the courts were, in effect, unified, 
it might be possible to set up sev- 
eral divisions of the Supreme 
Court, to sit simultaneously, each 
consisting ©f three members, one 
of whom could be a commissioner 
and one an Appellate or Circuit 
Judge called in by the judicial 
council | 
The Lower Courts. 

The quality of justice is variable, 
and sometimes doubtful, at the 
lower levels of the court. system. 
Very often Justice of the Peace 
courts, Probate Courts and mu- 
nicipal courts are presided over 
by persons obviously not qualified 
for the responsibility. The Con- 
stitution does not fix qualifica- 
tions for these offices, and th 

-vislature has not done so a 

itely. The incompetence of 
many of these minor -courts is 
farcical, often tragic, for the large 
number of citizens coming in con- 
tact with them. 

This suggests a constitutional 
provision that even the lowest 
Magistrate should be a qualified 
lawyer. Lack of competence has 
been particularly noted in the rural 
Probate Courts, where the estates 
of deceased persons are “admin- 
istered. Some objection to setting 
up spetified minimum qualifica- 
tions has been made on the ground 
that some small counties have only 
one or two lawyers, 


Status of County Court. 
Another technical correction at 
the low level has been suggested. 
This is the elimination of the 
“County Court” as a judicial body 
The County Court is generally re- 
garded merely as a board of super- 
visors or commissioners managing 
the business of the county, but the 
Constitution provides that the 
‘County Court “shall be a court of 
record, and ‘shall have jurisqiction 
to transact all county and such 
other business as may be pre- 
scribed by law.” Under this au- 
thority, some county courts have 
at times undertaken to exercise 
judicial functions. 
At has been suggested that the 
Constitution might provide for 
properly qualified magistrates to 
replace the justices of the peace, 
- the probate judges in the smaller 
~ @ounties and probably also the 


\;municipal judges except in the 


large cities. It is possible that in 
most counties one competent mag- 
istrate, or a very few, could do 
the work of the probate court, the 
justice of the peace courts and 
probably also of the municipal 
courts, Adequate compensation 
should be provided. Opinions dif- 
fer as to whether such magistrates 
should be elected or appointed. 


Nonpartisan Court Plan. 

One of the major questions con- 
cerning the quality of justice is 
that of the so-called non-partisan 
court plan. This plan, adopted by 
constitutional amendment in 1940, 
affects so far only the Supreme 
Court, the Courts of Appeals and 
the Circuit and Probate Courts in 
the City of St. Louis and Jackson 
County (Kansas City). 

It was devised and advocated 
as a way of taking these courts 
ea of politics: Under this plan, 

a vacancy in one of these courts, 
other than by expiration of a 
term, is filled by appointment by 
the Governor from a list of three 
nominated by a judicial commis- 
sion set up in accordance with 
provisions of the amendment. 

At the general election preceding 
expiration of his term a judge so 
appointed may submit to the vot- 
ers, On a separate non-partisan 
ballot, the question whether he 
shall or shall not be retained in 
office. If the “yes” vote is in the 
majority, he is returned to the 
bench for another full term, six 
years in the case of a Circuit 
Judge, 12 years in the case of a 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, and 
10 years in the case of a' Supreme 
Court Judge. If the “no” vote is 
in the majority, or if the incum- 
bent does not stand for retention, 
a vacancy is created, to be filled 
again by appointment. 

A proposal to repeal the non- 
partisan court plan amendment 
was submitted to the voters by 
petition at the 1942 general elec- 
tion, but was rejected. 

Atkthough this plan does not now 
apply outside the jurisdictions enu- 
merated, the amendment provides 
that any other judicial circuit may 
adopt it by majority vote. The 
Legislature may determine how the 
question may be submitted to the 
people. Thus far, in the absence 
of any demand, the Legislature 
has made no such provisions. 
Some Lawyers Against Plan. 

Members of the bar are not 
unanimous in support of this plan, 
some groups of lawyers having ae- 
tively campaigned in favor of the 
proposed repeal.,. 

The committees —— the 
Missouri Bar Association and the 
State judiciary will not propose 
any change in this plan. They 
think that its approval twice by 
popular vote establishes it as a 
desirable constitutional measure. 
They also are of the opinion that 
in the judicial circultg outside the 
metropolitan areas voters generally 
have exercised discrimination in 
the selection of circuit judges. In 
guch circuits, voters have better 
opportunity to know and appraise 
the qualifications of candidates 
than do the city voters, and party 
lines are not followed closely. 

The influence of political party 
machines in the election of judges 
was most noticeable in the metro- 
politan districts when the judges 
were elected by party ballot. Usu- 
ally there were several to be elect- 
ed, with a large field of candidates 
in the primaries, so that voters 
were confused and machine slates 
had the advantage, The St. Louis 
courts a few years ago felt the 
bligh. of this political system. In 
Jackson County last year the vot- 
ers rejected a Circuit Judge who 
had been elec.ed in 1936 with the 
support of the old Pendergast ma- 
chine, a majority voting “no” on 
the question of his retention, 

This Jackson County instance is 
regarded as a favorable omen by 
supporters of the non-partisan 
plan, which, however, is stil] sub- 
ject to attack. One of the strong 
groups opposing it is the Missouri 
State. Federation of Labor, com- 
posed of AFL unions. President 
Reuben T. Wood of that organiza- 
tion informed the Post-Dispatch 
that if the question of the non- 


|partisan plan comes before the 


Constitutional Convention, he will 
work for its rejection on the 
ground that it is undemocratic. 
Wood, who resides at Springfield, 
is a delegate at —— to the con- 
vention, 

The question may be raised of 
providing for non-political election 
of judges in those areas where the 
non-partisan plan does not apply. 
One suggestion is that separate 
ballots without party labels should 
be used for the nomination and 
election of judges. Another is that 
yjuditial elections be held at a time 
other than in connection with gen- 
eral elections. 

The field of judicial reform 
through constitutional revision ob- 
viously is a broad one.

writing unconscious distortions

I had come to despise and be re- 
volted by war clear out of any 
logical proportion. I couldn’t find 
the Four Freedoms among the 
deat men. Perswnal weariness be- 
came a forest that shut off my 
view of events about me. I was no 
longer seeing the little things that 
you at home want to know about 
the soldiers. 

When we fought through Sicily, 
it was to many of us like seeing 
the same movie for the fourth 
time. Battles differ one from an- 
other only in their physical tae 
vironment—the emotions of 


and exhaustian and exaltation —* 


hatred are about the same in all 
of them. Through repetition, I had 
worn clear down to the nub my 
ability to weigh and describe. You 
can’t do a painting when your oils 
ha e turned to water. 

There is, in the months and 
years ahead, still a lot of war to 
be written about. So I decided, all 
of a sudden one day in Sicily, that 
you who read and I who write 
would both benefit in the long run 
if I came home to refreshen my 
sagging brain and drooping frame. 
To put it bluntly, I just got too 
tired in the head. So here I am.

Few Changes Noted. 

T HAS been 15 months since I 

left America. Things at home 
have changed a lot in that time, 
I’m -ure. But at first glance there 
doesn’t seem much change, 

When I rode in from the airport 
in New York, and checked into 
ithe hotel, everything was so per- 
fectly natural that it truly seemed 
as though I had never been away 
at all. It was all so normal, so 
exactly like what it had been on 
other returns, that I couldn't re- 
alize that now I was going through 
that beautiful hour that millions 
of our men overseas spend a good 
part of their waking hours yearn- 
ing for and drearring about. I do 
hope that when their hour comes, 
they'll find themselves more capa- 


ble of enthrallment by it.

Surprised to See Sugar. 

IN THE whole, the few little 

things that struck me the 
most were normal things that I 
had thought would be gone by now. 
I was surprised to find sugar bowls 
on the table. We have plenty of 
sugar in the Army overseas, but 
we had figured you were very 
short over here. 

And I was astonished at finding 
the store windows of New York 
looking so full and so beautiful. 
I’d like to take a pocketful of 
money and just go on a spree, buy- 
ing everything that was smart and 
pretty whether I really wanted it 
or not. 

We've had nothing to spend 

money on for so long, over on the 
other side. ‘che countries we've 
been in were so denuded; why, 
England was shorter of everything 
after one year of war than we are 
after nearly two. 
The decline of traffic ‘on the 
streets was noticeable; and how 
much nicer it is too, isn’t it? In 
fact, it’s too nice, and I propose 
te recreate some, of our old con- 
gestion by getting out my own 
jaloppy and dashing nonessentially 
around the streets for a month 
or 80. 

Well, anyway, on second thought; 
it’s wonderful to be home,

Half-Starved Civilians. 

Sept. 11.—For the benefit of 
those home bodies who may imag- 
ine that our troops are having a 
pleasant Italian holiday, it must be 
stated immediately that this cam- 
paign is fun for nobody. 

During the days of preparation 
for our voyage, some of us dreamed 
of making a short and snappy 
punch into the vitals of our late 
enemy and then settling down to 
enjoy some of those good things 
we used to enjoy down here in the 
days of yore. We dreamed of 
spaghetti and Chianti and stuffed 
squash and eggplants a la Siciliana, 
all served up by charming people 
and accompanied by falsetto’ rendi- 
tions of “‘O Sole Mio.” That was a 
pipedream. 

As I have already reported, our 
reception here as arranged by the 
Germans was a nasty one. When 
we got ashore and looked over the 
plain of Salerno in daylight, we 
wondered how even a strategist 
could have sent us here. It can 
only be described: as flat, dusty, 
hot and practically sterile. 

During these 80 hours ashore, 
we haven't even seen a decent dish 
of spaghetti. Life consisted prin- 
cipally of army rations, shelling, 
snap raids by fighters in daylight, 
and rocking, rowdy raids by bomb- 
ers at night. 

The local peasants are half- 
starved, clothed like tramps and 
as filthy and jittery as the Arabs 
with whom we spent last winter 
in North Africa. A sensatior: was 
created today when one lucky citi- 
zen turned up with a chicken he 
claimed he had bought. 

There are consolations in addi- 
tion to the all-important one that 
here we are actually sitting in 
Italy, just a few miles south of 
Naples, 

There are ancient ruins, a source 
of wonder even to ordinary sol- 
diers who had never heard that 
the temple of Neptune is 2400 
years old and one of the finest 
specimens of Greek architecture 
in the world. They paused to gape 
at it, as did we, while German 88s 
were plastering the countryside.

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ITALIANS REPORTED FIGHTING 
NAZIS FOR BRENNER RAILWAY 


Algiers Radio Tells of Battles All Along Line 
From Trento to Pass, Says Big Area 


Is Free of 


Germans.. 


AT THE SWISS - ITALIAN 
FRONTIER, Sept. 16 (AP).— 
Hunger-driven crowds which 
stormed Italian food shops in 
Rome, Udine and Belluno were 
fired upon by German occupation 
troops, it was reported here today. 

Udine and Belluno are _ in 
northern Italy, within 100 miles of 
the Brenner Pass. 


LONDON, Sept. 16 (AP).—The 
United Nations radio at Algiers 
said today that Italians were 
fighting the Germans all along the 
railway from Trento to Brennero 
in the Brenner Pass, and that the 
whole area between Bologna and 
Rome was still under Italian con- 
trol, 

The radio said 8000 Italian infan- 
trymen had been battling German 
occupation troops at Trento, “be- 
sieging the local barracks and in- 
flicting heavy casualties.” 

(A dispatch py Victor Gordon 
Lennox, Chicago Daily News- 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in 
Lendon, said only Genoa has been 
effectively occupied by the Nazis. 
Around Milan and Turin, it said, 
fighting continues, while in Sar- 
dinia and Corsica the Italian gar- 
risons have overcome and disarmed 
less numerous German garrisons). 

A dispatch from Chiasso on the 
Swiss-Italian border said sabotage 
by Italian guerrillas had cut down 
railroad traffic in Northern Italy. 
Trains no longer run on schedule 
and many of them have been can- 
celed, it said. 

New Fascist Army. 


The Berlin radio reported that 
Benito Mussolini, acting as head 
of the new Fascist “Government” 
which the Germans say he has 
established in Northern Italy, had 
named Lt. Gen. Renato Ricci as 
commander of “voluntary militia 
for national security.” 

Ricci is a former vice-president 
of the Fascist party and also 
served as Minister of -Guilds dur- 
ing the Mussolini administration. 
He was one of the Fascist leaders 
repprted arrested after Mussolini's 
downfall. 

Spanish reports said the Ger- 
mans had given Italian soldiers 
their choice of joining “the na- 
tional Fascist” army as allies with 
the same pay and rations as Ger- 
man soldiers or going to a camp 
for disarmed soldiers near Tivoli, 
20 miles northeast of Rome. 

Appeal by Anti-Fascists. 

Italian anti-Fascist parties called 
on the people of Milan, meanwhile, 
to resist German forces at all 
costs and to fight Italian Fascists 
atfriving with “thirsty vengeance” 
in Nazi tanks, Swiss reports said. 

A proclamation accused Gen. 


Ruggero, military commander in 
Milan, of “delivering to the enemy 
vital centers of the country.” 
Signed by the Liberal, Christian,

LABOR RELATIONS IMPROVING, 
CHIEF CONCILIATOR SAYS HERE 


Labor-management relations are 
improving steadily and should con- 
tinue to do so in the postwar era, 
“thanks to the experience in rapid 
and efficient settlement of disputes 
gained through necessity during 
the war,” John R. Steelman, di-/ 
rector of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor Conciliation Serv- 
ice, said here yesterday. He con- 
ferred with members of the St. 
Louis office, on his way to Wash- 
ington after completing a tour of 
Southwest and Pacific Coast indus- 
trial centers. 
Dr. Steelman praised co-opera- 
tion of labor and management 
groups in St. Louis, “which,” he 
said, “has made possible a fine 
record of production.” Of 14,000 
disputes submitted to the service 
last year, he pointed out, only 481 
came from Missouri, including 237 
from St. Louis, He added that, of 
the total number of cases handled 
by the service last year, more than 
12,000, involving about six million 
employes, were settled without ref- 
erence to the War Labor Board. 
“This indicates: a willingness on 
the part of industry and unions to 
co-operate,” he declared, “and 
should be a hopeful sign to the 
third party to every labor dispute 
—the public.”

RAIL WORKERS DISCUSS PAY 
SITUATION WITH ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 (AP).— 
Representatives of non-operating 
railroad brotherhoods’ discussed 
with President Rooseevit today a 
contract they have signed with the 
railroads which would give more 
than a million employes a pay in- 
crease of 8 cents an hour, but 
whether they got any assurances 
that the boost was satisfactory to 
the Chief Executive was not dis- 
closed, 

George Harrison, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
said they had discussed the wage 
situation with Roosevelt at, some 
length and that “we are all hope- 
ful some basis can be developed 
for the culmination of our differ- 
ences.” Those differences appear 
to be largely between the rail- 
roads and the brotherhoods, on the 
one hand, and Fred M. Vinson, 
ecqnomic stabilization director, on 
the other. 

Last May aé special railway 
panel recommended .an increase 
of 8 cents an hour for the non- 
operating railway employes but 
Vinson turned it down in June. 
On Aug. 7, Harrison said, the 
brotherhoods and the carriers 
signed a contract for an 8 cents 
an hour pay hike, effective as of 
last Feb. 1, but subject to Federal 
laws governing the matter. Vinson 
never has passed on this agree- 
ment.

Chinese troops trained in India 
and led by an American routed 
a band of 200 Japanese in a dar- 
ing foray into the wild Naga hills 
country of North Burma recently, 
it was announced today. 

The Chinese were equipped at 
Lt. Gen. Joseph W.  Stillwell’s 
Chinese-American training center 
and were under the command of 
Brig. Gen. Hayden L. Boatner of 
New Orleans, La. 

The raiders pushed on behind 
enemy lines and blew up supply 
depots and bridges along the Jap- 
anese communication -route. A 
communique said Chinese infantry 
and motor units were active. 

Heavy casualties were said to 
have been inflicted on the Japa- 
nese before the raiding force with- 
drew. Chinese losses were report- 
ed as light. 

(This is the first reported action 
involving Chinese trained at the, 
India center and suggests expedi- 
tions on a still larger scale may 
be in the offing.)

“THESE BUSINESS clubs have met weekly for a luncheon 
and a short talk by some prominent speaker. They have devel- 
oped constructive civic programs, such as sponsoring the Boy 
Scout summer camp or other worthy projects. As a result, 
the members feel that same joy in accomplishment which you 
mention as so necessary for the life of any civic organization. 
As a fraternity, or lodge man, I have often wondered what 
to do to help revitalize our American lodges, and I think you've 
hit the nail on the head.

AMB used to be one of those’ 

seasonal foods but in the past 

few years it has become year 
‘round food along with other 
meats, It has an individual flavor 
that some people have to learn to 
like while with others it is a fa- 
vorite. But regardless of likes and 
dislikes we all realize the necessi- 
ty of meat in our diets to supply 
protein, minerals, and vitamins. 
Since meat is scarce we try to con- 
serve all of these nutrients that we 
can and baking—or roasting in 
meats—is one of the best methods 
for doing this. However, most of 
us feel that we have to purchase a 
roast to cook meat in the oven. 
Yet a meat loaf, like the lamb loaf 
on today’s menu, ig an oven dish 
so you'll know you're saving food 
value when you bake it. You'll also 
be preparing lamb so that every- 
one will enjoy it. 

Lamb Loaf, 

Two pounds ground lamb, two 
teaspoons salt, one-fourth clove 
small garlic, minced very fine; 
one-half cup evaporated milk, one 
egg, one-half cup fine cracker 
crumbs. : 7 

Combine lamb, salt, garlic, milk, 
egg and crumbs. Pack in loaf pan 
and bake in a moderately slow 
oven (325 degrees) for one hour, 
20 minutes. Turn out on warm 
platter and serve. Serves six or 
seven.

My Day -o- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


(The following exclusive report 
has been received by wireless 
from Australia. Mrs. Roosevelt 
is on this trip traveling as a 
representative of the American 
Red Cross. All of her receipts 
from her column will be divided 
between the American Red Cross 
and the American Friends’ Serv 

ice Committee.) 


BRISBANE, Australia, Sept. 14. 
E breakfasted at the Red 
W Cross officers’ rest club in 
Mackay, then a couple of 
hours. by plane brought us here 
to Brisbane. We had time before 
lunch to unpack and I arranged 
to get some washing and dressing 
We have been on some 
dusty trips and they play havoc 
with white shirts. I even had time 
to change from a thin uniform to 
a heavier one, for I have no de- 
sire to find myself catching cola. 


Coming south here, means coming 
to cooler weather. 


We lunched at Government 
House with Sir Leslie and Lady 
Wilson. One is conscious of the 
great sacrifice which the British 
people have made in the war when- 
ever one talks to any of their 
public servants. They have had to 
spend sO many more years than 
usual without going home for a 
visit. They have been separated 
from their children and nearly all 
of them have lost close relatives 
in the war. There is never a com- 
plaint, but, nevertheless, the sac- 
rifices and sorrows leave their 
mark. : 

Immediately before lunch, we vis- 
ited an Army hospital where I met 
Miss Willa Hook, who served in 
Bataan and on Corregidor. She 
hag been twice cited by Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and once by the President 
but she asked not to go home from 
here when the other nurses went, 
for she wished to be near enough 
to be among the first to go back 
to Manila. I am sure all these 
nurses who left friends in hospi- 
tals, where they have since be- 
come prisoners of the Japanese, 
are constantly haunted by fears 
for them and hope against hope 
that they will receive better treat- 
ment than has been meted out to 

her prisoners. 

n this hospital I found a young 
officer, Capt. John Van Benschoten, 
who said he was a neighbor from 
Poughkeepsie. He is fortunately 
recovering, and seemed to be in 
very good spirits. In quick succes- 
sion we visited a Navy group, in- 
cluding a visit to their sick bay. 


_— 


There I was told of appendix op- 
erations done at sea by pharmacist’s 
mates, who used kitchen knives 
and spoons for instruments, and 
still not one of the operations had 
caused death. 

Then we went to a Red Cross 
center, which was really very at- 
tractive. It seemed to be in ade- 
quate quarters, though they were 
looking for more space. At 4 
o’clock we arrived at the town 
hall, where I had an opportunity 
to meet the heads of the relief 
and patriotic organizations, as I 
have done in other cities. 

Their welcome, like that of the 
people in the streets, was very cor- 
dial and reflected what goad Am- 
bassadors our men have been over 
here, 

Lastly, we went to the Dr. Car- 
ver Club, a Red Cross club for 
colored soldiers in this area, and 
for those coming down on fur- 
lough or returning to New Guinea. 
It is well run and very attractive. 
The men seemed to be having 
a good time, but here, too, they 
are looking for more space. This 
city is much too overcrowded and 
hotel accommodations and food 
are difficult to find for all our 
men, 

There was a fine exhibition 
hung here of drawings and paint- 
ings made by soldiers in New 
Guinea. They are going to be 
shipped home and I am sure the 
Red Cr will arrange to show 
them for’ they paint life in the 
battle area and show what in- 
genuity has been developed under 
the drive of necessity. They are 
painted on bits of board, sacking 
or wrapping paper. Some of them 
are by artists of some experience, 
others have never painted: before. 
The work igs alive and very color- 
ful, though the paints were just 
what could be found around camp, 
or mixed from curipus ingredients 
probably not usually bought as 
artist materials. 

Everywhere in Australia people 
tell you of their gratitude for what 
Gen. MacArthur’s leadership has 
done. One woman said to me, 
“When we landed I felt as though 
we had 50,000 men to defend us.” 
They are proud to have their men 
in service under him and they feel 
happy in their co-operation. Inci- 
dentally, I have never told you 
that, sometime ago, Mrs. MacAr- 
thur came to welcome me and it 
was a pleasure to see her. I won- 
dered how she could have lived 
through so much danger and still 
be so serene.

The very fram- 
ing of the question shows a fun- 
damental misconception. There 
are very few diseases for which 
“the treatment” can be applied. 
One. of them is not varicose veins. 
If success is to be achieved, the 
case must be studied from every 
angle and the proper treatment 
which fits the individual case ap- 
plied. ' 

The injection treatment is popu- 
lar and widely used. The prin- 
ciple of this treatment is that the 
inside walls of fhe vein can be 
irritated by a solution injected 
into them; they grow together,

THE INJECTION treatment is 
applicable to most cases of vari- 
cose veins and the result in most 
cases is good. The great advan- 
tage to the patient ig that hos- 
pitalization is not necessary, nor 
any prolonged absence from work, 
because the injections are carried

out in the doctor’s office and after. 


a period of rest after the treat- 
ment the, patient can walk out. 

There are some contradictions 
to injection and in such cases a 
surgical operation under local an- 
esthesia is indicated, It is here 
that the experience and judgment 
of the surgeon are so useful—in 
the selection of cases in order to 
achieve ultimate success. 

» Varicose veins constitute quite 
a serious health menace, The con- 
dition is very common, A survey 
of over 500 employes of a large 
department store showed that 40 
per. cent of the men and 70 per 
cent of the women had varicose 
veins, This preponderance on the 
female side is not entirely due to 
child bearing, although that is 
undoubtedly a factor in the pro- 
duction of varicose veins because 
after the women who had borne 
children were eliminated there 
were still 60 per ¢ent of the female 
employes with varicose veins. 

* * * 

VARICOSE veins are a form of 
degeneration of the circulatory 
system like hardening of the ar- 
teries. It would seem that men 
are more likely to degenerate on 
the arterial side and women on 
the vein side of the circulation 
because in this same group of 
department store employes 44 per 
cent of the men showed calcifi- 
cation in their arteries and only 
18 per cent of the women, The 
entire series serves to show how 
prevalent circulatory degeneration 
is. 

Varicose veins, like calcified ar- 
teries, are concitions of the latter 
half of life. Under present con- 
ditions of war living elderly peo- 
ple will naturally be called to take 
places at tedious standing jobs, 
which throws a strain on the 
veins of the leg and conduces to 
the greater frequency of varicose 
veins, 

The mere presence of varicose 
veins is an indication, for treat- 
ment because if allowed to go on, 
they develop complications such 
as the formation of clots in the 
veins, which is a hazard to the 
circulation, and they also produce 
bad nutrition in the skin with the 
eventual formation of ulcers,

’ Medical Care for Seven Cents a Day 
Paul de Kruif Joins Kaiser's Crusade for Low-Cost Medicine for All

HEN the history books of the 
W future are written and the 
story of Henry J. Kaiser is 
told, it will be not only the story 
of the miracle man who built ships 
as they had never been built be- 
fore, but of the Good Samaritan 
who brought healing and health to 
the people at 7 cents a day. That 
is the prophecy of Paul de Kruif, 
scientist and well-known writer on 
medical subjects, who has, belated- 
ly, as he confesses, taken up the 
trumpet for the new crusade. 
With a contrite heart, as be- 
comes a penitent, De Kruif makes 
his humble confession. that. until 
he came under the spell of Kaiser 


the Evangelist, he was a scoffer. 


He might have been called a hypo- 
crite. For 20 years he had been a 
herald of healing, proclaiming new 
discoveries to ease pain, cure dis- 
eases and save lives, 
nothing to bring these blessings to 
the man on the Jericho road, 

The trouble with him was that 
he was a doubting Thomas. He 
knew that the organized doctors in 
the American Medical Association 
were against doing anything in a 
big way for the men on the Jericho 
road and their wives and babies. 
They called it unethical. To De 
Kruif it seemed that all those doc- 
tors couldn’t be wrong. All this 
he confesses in sackcloth and ashes 
as he enters the fight with a book, 
“Kaiser Wakes the Doctors,” (Har- 
court, Brace & Co., New York.)

T was in November, 1942, when’ 


[raise had made the front pages 

by challenging industry to begin 
today the rebuilding of tomorrow’s 
world, and demanding that post- 
war planning include thousands of 
hospitals and health centers for 
the nation’s essential medical care. 
Such care has been provided on a 
lavish scale at his shipbuilding 
plants and that had given him the 
vision of such care throughout the 
nation. 

To De Kruif he said: “We don’t 
need Government handouts. We 
have proved that if you properly 
organize and distribute the burden 
of payment for the best kind of 
hospital and medical care, the hos- 
pitals will quickly amortize them- 
selves; they'll pay themselves off.” 

It wouldn’t be tax-supported, 
government medicine, administered 
by bureaus, health by handout. 
It wouldn’t be the “socialized med- 
icine” bogey that the doctors 
dreaded. It would be co-operative 
ruedicine that would pay its way. 

Paul de Kruif, the skeptic, lis- 
tened to these words and pondered 
them in his heart and they com- 
pleted his conversion, He made his 
vow. 


But what about the doctors? 
Without them Kaiser’s health plan 
was likely to be so much moon- 
shine. They were the bugs in the 
framework He spoke his misgiv- 
ings. Kaiser didn’t chide him for 
his little faith. “Come and see,” he 
said. And Ie Kruif, ashamed to be 
longer afraid, went to the West 
Coast and saw. 

What he saw was co-operative 
medicine in successful operation at 
the Kaiser plants and the doctors 
holding high the banners of Hip- 
pocrates and Aesculapius. Then and 
there, all his doubts swept away, 
Paul de Kruif joined hands with 
Kaiser in the crusade to bring 
healing to the nation.

In San Francisco, De Kruif 
found Sidney Garfield, the desert 
doctor, of whom Kaiser says: “He’s 
our medical chief. He originated 
the plan and is responsible for all 
of it.” 

This Dr. Garfield was the man 
who had met the terrible medical 
emergency of the avalanche of 
workers into the West Coast ship- 
yards after Pearl Harbor. He had 
built hospitals and first-aid sta- 
tions and assembled a staff of 90 
skilled physicians in the very 
months when civilian America was

being denudec of doctors for the 
armed forces. All this he had ac- 
complished in six months in 1942, 
And in less than 10 months he had 
got his prepaid health plan into 
smooth operation with 60,000 work- 
ers voluntarily subscribing to it 
and getting all its benefits for 
7 cents a day, and 40,000 more rar- 
ing to get in, the well sharing the 
burdens of the sick and all of them 
paying their way, paying for ex- 
pensive institutions, equipment and 
services, and putting money in the 
bank for bigger and better hos- 
pitals to be built. 

Before Fearl Harbor and before 
the avalanche of workers into the 
shipyards, Dr. Garfield had tried 
his prepaid plan in the hellish lit- 
tle town of Desert Center during 
the building of the Los Angeles 
aqueduct, and at Grand Coulee 
Dam, and it had worked, It had 
worked so well at Coulee that all 
the money for the hospital and its 
expensive equipment and the hir- 
ing of high-priced doctors and 
surgeons had been paid off in full 
within three years with the pennies 
of the workers. 

Came Pearl Harbor and Kaiser 
conferred with Dr. Garfield. How 
much would it cost to take the best 
medical care of 30,000 men? Its 
wouldn’t cost anything, the doctor 
said. The weekly four bits of the 
men plus their industrial compen- 
sation insurance would pay for 
everything. 


his doctors? He had got them 

at Coulee, but that was out in 
the desert where there was no med- 
ical competition. San Francisco 
Bay was different. The invisible 
but powerful hand of the American 
Medical Association was _ there, 
ready to give the works to any 
physician, a member of the asso- 
ciation, who would go off the 
reservation by daring to serve a 
medical co-opérative on a full-time 
Salary, 

The right of a medical man to 
do a thing like that was the sub- 
ject of a bitter legal fight in 
Washington at that very moment. 
It ended jiater in the Supreme 
Court upholding the conyjiction of 
the American Medical sociation 
for activities gainst group 
health associatidhn, but it had not 
been ended then, and doctors who 
signed up with Garfield’s group 
would be in danger of the black- 
list which, in the hands of the 
American Medical Association, 
could be a very dreadful thing. 

In spite of these sinister pos- 
sibilities Garfield began hiring 
highly trained young surgeons and 
physicians. Among youngsters just 
out of their hospital residences

The local society, though pre- 
paid group medicine was against 
their code of “ethics,” remem- 
bered Pearl Harbor too and gave 
Dr. Garfield the green light. There 
was sniping though. A whispering 
campaign, originating in medical 
sources that remain mysterious, 
got under way. It hurt the morale 
of Garfield's staff. With their sal- 
aries of $450 to $1000 a month 
these young men were doing bet- 
ter than they could have hoped to 
do in private practice, but they 
were not members of the County 
Medical Society and did not have 
much chance to be admitted to 
the A. M. A. They were worried. 

A flank attack came at Van- 
couver, where the plan was in op- 
eration at the Kaiser plant there. 
The local medical society there had 
given grudging assent to the group 
plan for’the workers, but was dead 
against its extension to their wives 
and children, as Kaiser and Gar- 
field planned. The attack was 
roundabout and bitter, Kaiser car- 
ried it to Washington, testifying 
before a Senate committee, and to 
the country. He joined battle with 
the invisible hand of organized 
medicine. ; 

“We are trying to build ships,” 
he cried, “we need well men and 
women to build them, and where 
hospital and medical facilities have 
not been available, we have cre- 
ated them.” 

The wives and children were still 
neglected, That was when the Cali- 
fornia doctors awoke. The Cali- 
fornia Physicians’ Service went 
into action. If Kaiser could do 
that for the men they could do it 
for the women and children. They 
had never liked the idea of “social- 
ized medicine,” with bureacrats 
leading them around by the nose, 
but pre-paid group medicine run 
by themselves was different, They 
took over the women and children 
on the basis of $5 per month, pre- 
paid, : 

This is what Kaiser wants the 
doctors all over the country to 
do—do it themselves and not wait 
for the Government to do it. Where 
will the money come.from to start

the new health centers? For the 
most part from the local bankers, 
says Kaiser, for it will be a sound 
investment, amortized by the pre- 
payments of the people. If the 
bankers are leery of taking all the 
risk, as they might be at first, 
they could take half of it and the 
balance could be guaranteed by the 
Government, just as the RFC en- 
courages and stands back of indus- 
trialists. Financing of the health 
centers is not dependent upon pay- 
rolls from great masses of work- 
ers. Kaiser calculates that com- 
munity groups of 2500 people can 
build, support and pay off their 


hospital facilities. The Grand Cou- , 


lee hospital paid itself off in three 
years, and the community there 
‘was composed of only 5000 workers 
and their families. The thing has 
even been done in remote rural 
sections.

That is Henry Kaiser's vision. 
He sees not only the industrial 
communities but all America, ur- 
ban and rural, dotted from coast 
to coast with new hospital health 
centers where groups of doctors 
will give all the people the power 
of medical science.

Don't Take 
A Bid Too 
Literally

T is only logical to listen to the 
| opponents’ bidding and te draw 

certain conclusions therefrom, 
but it is fatal to “believe” that bid- 
ding implicitly. For example: 

South, dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. .

After the hand was over, South 
hastened to point out that hig re 
markable spade bid had been the 
result of “a club getting mixed in 
with the spade syit.” Whether this 
was true, or whether the bid was 
an out and out psychic, is beside 
the point except to explain the dan- 
gerous final contract. 

West decided to conserve his 
semi-tenace position in diamonda, 
and opened his fourth highest club, 
Dumniy’s ten-spot won and a club 
was returned. West won and now 
felt that he had better sound out 
the diamond situation. He led the 
deuce, dummy ducked, and East 
won with the queen. East returned 
the heart ten, declarer covered with 
the jack, and West's queen forced 
the ace. Declarer then finessed 
against the heart nine, winning 
with his own eight-spot. Now the 
queen and jack of clubs were 
cashed, West following t, dum- 
my discarding a spade, d East 
perforce letting go a spade and a 
heart. 

Declarer had lost two tricks, had 
won five, and still needed four for 
his contract. After long considera- 
tion, he led the diamond nine, 
West naturally covered with the 
ten but declarer did not put in 
dummy’s jack, and East, of course, 
also ducked. Now West made a 
fatal return. He remembered 
South’s original spade bid, hence 
was afraid to open up the suit and 
jeopardize his spade _ stopper. 
Knowing that East must have the 
diamond king, West led the eight 
of diamonds. East won, but the 
defense had collapsed. Declarer 
won East’s heart return—and West 
could not discard without estab- 
lishing either the diamond jack or 
dummy’s third spade.
